The Ottawa contractor who erected 
the Bank of Commerce building in Daw­ 
son City returned recently. 
Ile gives 
some interesting data in regard to the 
unique building. The bank is a two 
story structure, 25 by 35 feet. 
It is 
built of logs, sawed on three sides, with 
the bark on the outside. 
The roof is 
covered with two thicknesses of inch 
boards. Over this is a layer of moss one 
inch thick, and this is covered with 
four inches of mud. The floors are made 
of inch spruce, aud the manager’s office 
and the counter are of the timber in 
seven boats which came from Seattle 
and were taken apart at Dawson. The 
holes were filled w ith putty.

ordered his remains to be conveyed to 
Santo Domingo to be interred in the 
cathedral. 
This was done in 1541. 
At 
that time the edifice had just been fin­ 
ished. No records were kept as yet, but 
the tradition remained that the body 
rested to the right of the altar. This 
tradition was entered in the church reg­ 
ister 135 years later—that is, in 1676. 
In the beginning of the seventeenth 
oentnry the remains of the discoverer’s 
brother, Diego, who bad been governor 
of Santo Domingo, together with those 
of his eon Louis, were also transferred 
to the island and buried in the same 
cathedral. There was no inscription in­ 
dicating the locality of either vault. 
Santo Domingo was ceded to France by 
the treaty of Basel (December, 1795), 
and the Spaniards stipulated that the 
remains of the discoverer should be re­ 
moved to Cuba. 
Accordingly the floor 
on the right of the altar was opened, 
and the contents of the vault found 
were transferred to Havana with great 
ceremony. 
But in 1877 some workmen, repair­ 
ing the floor, discovered another vault, 
also on the right of the altar, between 
that from which the supposed remains 
of Christopher Columbus had been tak­ 
en and the outer wall of the chancel, 
the two vaults being separated only by 
a thin wall. 
This vault was found to 
contain a small leaden box, 44 centi­ 
meters long, 23 centimeters high and 
21 l2 centimeters broad, w ith an inscrip­ 
tion that convinced the authorities and 
everybody who saw it that the contents 
were unmistakably the remains of "the 
adm iral,” and that those of his brothel 
Diego had beeu taken to Havana.

But in 1877 some workmen, repair­ 
ing the floor, discovered another vault, 
also on the right of the altar, between 
that from which the supposed remains 
of Christopher Columbus had been tak­ 
en and the outer wall of the chancel, 
the two vaults being separated only by 
a thin wall. This vault was fonnd to 
contain a small leaden box, 44 centi­ 
meters long, 23 centimeters high and 
21 ffc centimeters broad, with an inscrip­ 
tion that convinced the authorities aud 
everybody who saw it that the contents 
were unmistakably the remains of “ the 
admiral,” and that those of his brothel 
Diego bad been taken to Havana. 
The Spanish authorities stoutly de­ 
nied that any mistake could have been 
made. The archbishop of Santo Domingo 
as firmly maintained that the remains 
discovered by the workmen were those 
of Christopher Columbus, and a long 
controversy ou the subject took place, 
till the matter dropped, remaining iu 
doubt. 
But in January, 1891, Mr. Rudolf 
Cronan, author of “ Amerika, die Ge- 
schichte seiner Entdeckung von der Al- 
ter8ten bis auf die Neuester Zeit” (Leip­ 
sic), came to Santo Domingo, for the pur­ 
poses of his book, to personally investi­ 
gate. He brought an introduction from 
Prince Bismarck to the president of San­ 
to Domingo and was permitted to reopen 
the vault iu the presence of the church 
dignitaries, of the secretary of state for 
the interior, of the consuls of all the gov­ 
ernments represented in Santo Domin­ 
go and of other persons of note. The re­ 
sult was that there could be no longer 
any doubt that the remains of Columbus 
were still in the cathedral of his be­ 
loved Hispaniola. 
A document to that effect was drawn 
up on the spot and signed by every one

John Hamrick of Barbour county, 
W. Va., has locked in his breast the 
secret of the Egyptian art of embalm­ 
ing. W hile men learned in science have 
endeavored in vain to discover this lost 
art it has remained for this plain, un­ 
pretentious mountaineer farmer to solve 
the secret, with the result that his 
home, which is ten miles from Prunty- 
towu, is filled with a grewsome collec­ 
tion of animals and humans which he 
has preserved. 
Hamrick is a peculiar man, but al­ 
ways receives visitors with cordial po­ 
liteness aud takes pains to make their 
calls both pleasant and profitable. His 
visitors number among the hundreds 
each year, many of whom come from 
the large cities to see his queer museum 
of human cariosities and make him 
tempting offers for his secret. 
But he 
will not give it up and is content to 
live in a plain but comfortable way, 
with his wife as his sole companion. 
He devotes the whole of his winters to 
embalming experiments. 
Some of the facts about this man’s 
discovery have been published at ran 
dom in the country press, but the stories 
have been disbelieved because of their 
vagueness. No writer can do justice to 
the facts in any description of the con 
tents of this queer m an’s home nor of 
his fascinating and instructive conver­ 
sation. His home is carpeted with the 
fur of animals—the wildcat, coon, fox 
and bear. 
From the time yon enter the house 
you step noiselessly about from room to 
room upon the skins of these beasts, 
which have been preserved by Mr. 
Hamrick with bis own compound. The 
furs retain their natural appearance,’ 
being very smooth and glossy. The skin 
remains soft and pliable. He says that 
his treatm ent of an animal lasts only 24 
hours, when it is then in a condition of 
perpetual preservation. 
The first thing that greets the eye 
npon entering the home is a magnificent 
peacock, with his brilliant plumage* 
fairly shining. This bird, w ith spread 
ing tail and trailing wings, has not been 
stuffed, but embalmed. Mr. Hamrick 
said that by pouring a little of his fluid 
down the throat of the bird decay has 
been arrested. 
Many other birds and 
fowls adorn his home, all well pre­ 
served. 
He has a large collection of 
snakes and other reptiles which have 
been on hand for years. His zoological 
collection would make a valuable addi­ 
tion to any museum. 
A little negro boy baby ornaments 
the parlor mantelpiece in this house. 
Mr. Hamrick says tho baby has been 
embalmed for more than three years. 
The body looks plump and the features 
quite natural. The corpse was obtained 
at the country almshouse. 
He has the 
bodies of two women who were raving 
maniacs at one time. The corpses were 
secured at the insane asylum at Weston 
two years ago. The embalmed bodies of 
the two women lie side by side on a 
slab, clothed in dark shrouds. 
The 
faces are dark, but the skin is not shriv­ 
eled like the dark skin of the Egyptian 
mummies. The hair and teeth are well 
preserved. 
• 
A large glass jar contains the head of 
a mulatto who was executed at Cincin­ 
nati years ago. The spectacle is hideous, 
the appearance of the head being much 
as it was in life, the eyes staring into 
space and the lips drawn tightly away 
from the big white teeth, as if grin­ 
ning. There are two more bodies of in­ 
fants on exhibition, also two white 
men and a white boy. Some of these 
corpses Mr. Hamrick has sitting up in 
chairs, apparently quite at home, but 
certainly leaving a picture in the mind 
not pleasant to recall in 
lonesome 
places. There are some wild beasts and 
domestic animals, a sheep, calf, heads 
of animals aud insects. W hat Hamrick 
has failed to preserve are fish and their 
kindred water associates. He says he 
has failed utterly to preserve a fish and 
prevent more or lese wasting away. 
While he carefully guards his secret, 
be is by no means averse to showing the 
wonderful fluid he employs to accom­ 
plish these marvelous results. He keeps 
it in a two gallon glass jar, and it is so 
transparent that at first glance the jar

John Hamrick of Barbour county, 
W. Va., hag locked in his breast the 
secret of the Egyptian art of embalm­ 
ing. While men learned in science have 
endeavored in vain to discover this lost 
art it has remained for this plain, un­ 
pretentious mountaineer fanner to solve 
the secret, with the result that his 
home, which is ten miles from Prunty- 
town, is filled with a grewsome collec­ 
tion of animals and humans which ho 
has preserved. 
Hamrick is a peculiar man, hut al­ 
ways receives visitors with cordial po 
liteness and takes pains to make their 
calls both pleasant and profitable. His 
visitors number among the hundreds 
each year, many of whom come from 
the large cities to see his queer museum 
of human curiosities and make him 
tempting offers for his secret. 
But he 
will not give it up and is content to 
live in a plain but comfortable way, 
with his wife as his sole companion. 
He devotes the whole of his winters to 
embalming experiments. 
Some of the facts about this man’s 
discovery have been published at ran­ 
dom in the country press, but the stories 
have been disbelieved because of their 
vagueness. No writer can do justice to 
the facts in any description of the con 
tents of this queer man’s home nor of 
his fascinating and instructive couver- 
satiou. 
His home is carpeted with the 
fur of animals—the wildcat, coon, fox 
and bear. 
From the time you enter the house 
yon step noiselessly about from room to 
room upon the skins of these beasts, 
which have been preserved by Mr. 
Hamrick with his own compound. The 
furs retain their natural appearance,* 
being very smooth and glossy. The skin 
remains soft and pliable. He says that 
his treatment of an animal lasts only 24 
hours, when it is then in a condition of 
perpetual preservation. 
The first thing that greets the eye 
upon entering the home is a magnificent 
peacock, with his brilliant plumage* 
fairly shining. This bird, with spread­ 
ing tail and trailing wings, bas not been 
stuffed, but embalmed. 
Mr. Hamrick 
said that by pouring a little of his fluid 
down the throat of the bird decay has 
been arrested. 
Many other birds aud 
fowls adorn his home, all well pre­ 
served. 
He has a large collection of 
snakes aud other reptiles which have 
been on band for years. 
His zoological 
collection would make a valuable addi­ 
tion to any museum. 
A little negro boy baby ornaments 
the parlor mantelpiece in this house. 
Mr. Hamrick says tho baby has been 
embalmed for more than three years. 
The body looks plump and the features 
quite natural. The corpse was obtained 
at the country almshouse. 
He has the 
bodies of two women who were raving 
maniacs at one time. The corpses were 
secured at the insane asylum at Weston 
two years ago. The embalmed bodies of 
the two women lie side by side on a 
slab, clothed in dark shrouds. 
The 
faces are dark, but the skin is not shriv­ 
eled like the dark skin of the Egyptian 
mummies. The hair and teeth are well 
preserved. 
- 
A large glass jar contains the head of 
a mulatto who was executed at Cincin­ 
nati years ago. The spectacle is hideous, 
the appearance of the head being much 
as it was in life, the eyes staring into 
space and the lips drawn tightly away 
from the big white teeth, as if grin­ 
ning. There are two more bodies of in­ 
fants on exhibition, also two white 
men aud a white boy. Some of these 
corpses Mr. Hamrick has sitting up in 
chairs, apparently quite at home, but 
certainly leaving a picture in the mind 
not pleasant to recall in 
lonesome 
places. There are some wild beasts and 
domestic animals, a sheep, calf, beads 
of animals aud insects. What Hamrick 
has failed to preserve are fish and their 
kindred water associates. He says he 
has failed utterly to preserve a fish and 
prevent more or less wasting away. 
While he carefully guards his secret, 
be is by no means averse to showing the 
wonderful fluid he employs to accom­ 
plish these marvelous results. He keeps 
it in a two gallon glass jar, and it is so 
transparent that at first glance the jar 
appears to be empty. However, it is a1-

C hlpf W ilk ie T h in k s C rim in a ls C an .

Since the recent announcement in the 
New York Herald of the successful de­ 
velopment of a process by which all 
odors could be reproduced by photogra­ 
phy there has been considerable discus­ 
sion of the possibility of reproducing all 
kinds of paper money and bonds and 
other securities by photography. If by 
this new process every difference in 
color can be faithfully reproduced, there 
would seem to be no reason why a piece 
of paper money should not be photo­ 
graphed and copies made of it, repro 
during so exactly as to nrfake detection 
impassible every line of the original 
and not only the exact shades of ink 
employed in printing the body of it, but 
also the red seal aud the numbering. 
Chief Wilkie of the eecret service of 
'he treasury department, who bas made 
a thorough study of all known methods 
of counterfeiting, does not believe that 
it will be possible to perpetrate exten­ 
sive frauds by means of counterfeiting 
by color photography. Even if the proc­ 
ess should be developed to such a point 
that existing issues of bills could be re­ 
produced so exactly as to defy detection, 
Mr. Wilkie is confident that the govern­ 
ment would soon he able to stop the 
work. 
It m ight be possible that the 
government would have to call iu all 
outstanding paper issues; but, Mr. W il­ 
kie says, D8W ones could be put out that 
would defy the color photographer.

FORGING BY CAMERA. 


C h ie f W ilk ie T h in k s C r im in a ls C a n . 
n o t 1st- C o lo r P h o to g r a p h y . 
Since the recent announcement in the 
New York Herald of the successful de­ 
velopment of a process by which all 
odors could be reproduced by photogra 
phy there has been considerable discus 
sion of the possibility of reproducing all 
kinds of paper money and bonds and 
other securities by photography. If by 
this new process every difference in 
color can be faithfully reproduced, there 
would seem to be no reason why a piece 
of paper money should not be photo­ 
graphed and copies made of it, repro 
during so exactly as to make detection 
impossible every line of the original 
and not only the exact shades of ink 
employed in printing the body of it, but 
also the red seal aud the numbering. 
Chief Wilkie of the eecret service of 
‘he treasury department, who has made 
it thorough study of all known methods 
of counterfeiting, does not believe that 
it will be possible to perpetrate exten­ 
sive frauds by means of counterfeiting 
by color photography. Even if the proc­ 
ess should be developed to such a point 
(hat existing issues of bills could be re­ 
produced so exactly as to defy detection, 
Mr. Wilkie is confident that the govern­ 
ment would soon be able to stop the 
work. It might be possible that the 
government would have to call in all 
outstanding paper issues; but, Mr. Wil­ 
kie says, new ones could be put out that 
would defy the color photographer. 
“ There are, ” said Mr. Wilkie, “cer­ 
tain chemicals which could be used to 
make lines across the paper used in 
printing the notes which would be in­ 
visible to the eye, but which would be 
reproduced by photography aud which 
would make a photograph appear with 
a heavy black diagonal line or other de­ 
sign that it might be desirable to use. 
Color photography could not eliminate 
these lines, for the process that has been 
'invented reproduces the colors, not in 
(he negative, but in printing, upon the 
prepared paper, and if the effect of the 
chemicals upon the negative is the same 
as that required to produce black lines 
the black lines will appear when the 
print is made. ’’

It is one thing to catch a thief and it 
is another thing to hold him. During a 
meeting of the chiefs of police of all the 
larger cities of the United States and 
Canada, which occurred at Milwaukee, 
there were reminiscences of remarkable 
captures and of escapes which bordered 
closely upon the miraculous. 
“The most remarkable escape from 
prison that I can recall,” said William 
A 
Pinkerton, “ was that gf Frank 
Steadman from the San Quentin prison 
But I’ll not tell you about it, for here 
is John (Hass, who caught Steadman 
and sent him back to San Quentin.” 
Chief Glass pinched the brown im­ 
perial on his under lip reflectively for 
a moment before he responded to the 
looks of inquiry bent upon him by those 
not familiar with the story. 
“ The escape to which you refer, Pin­ 
kerton, was made after I sent Steadman 
to San Quentin and not before. I was 
not the fortnnate one to get him after 
that last wonderful break. 
And to tell 
the truth, I have never taken to myself 
much credit for taking him the time I 
did, for it was to a considerable degree 
a matter of good fortune. 
You see, we 
were just at that time keeping our eyes 
open for a bank robber by the name of 
Barnes, who had gone into one of the 
banks out there, covered the one man 
who happened to be alone in the place 
at the time, locked bim up in the vault, 
aud then coolly walked out of the bank 
and out of sight with all the funds he 
could get his bands on. 
“One day a man answering closely 
the description we had of Barnes step­ 
ped off the train at Los Angeles. 
We 
took him in tow at once, bot found 
we did not have the bird we were after. 
However, we managed to hold him 
long enough to find out that he was 
Frank Steadman, who had become no­ 
torious even at that time as a successful 
jail breaker. He had four or five escapes 
from prison in southern Indiana credit­ 
ed to him, had got away from Joliet 
and bad still seven years to do at the 
Illinois prison; had also been at San 
Quentin, and had escaped from there 
with five years unfinished. 
“Steadman was a machinist by pro­ 
fession, and a burglar by iqclination 
When he was sent back to San Quentin 
to finish his time, he was put to work 
with other convicts in the engine room. 
It was here that an idea came into his 
brain that for absolute daring aud fear­ 
lessness was typical of the man. He had 
noticed that every evening at the time 
the men working in tho engine room 
were lined up to bo marched away, the 
machinery was stopped at exactly the 
same moment. He had observed as well 
that a window leading to an adjacent 
roof was not far from the top of the big 
driving belt of the engine. From that 
roof it was possible to reach the outer 
wall of the prison. 
Beyond the wall 
was freedom. He had escaped so many 
times that his mind ieverted again and 
again to the window high up on the 
wall of the engine room. Apparently it 
was beyond all possibility of being 
reached. No ladder was to be obtained. 
Had such a thing been even standing 
in place against the wall, to break 
from the line and scale it with catlike 
dexterity, although the work of bot a 
few seconds, he well knew would be 
futile, possibly fatal. 
Bullets travel 
fastei than legs, and the guards were 
not bad shots. 
But desperate deeds de­ 
mand desperate means.. Some minds 
may work with an ingenuity born of 
despair, but Steadman’s was of a differ­ 
ent caliber 
His plans were the out­ 
growth of steadfast optimism. 
“One day there came to him as if by 
inspiration the thought that the big belt 
might be the means of carrying him to 
his goal He found that it was impossi 
hie to count the revolutions of the driv­ 
ing wheel, but there were lacings in 
the broad belt, which he was able to 
distinguish as a sort of blur as it passed 
a given point. For days and days he 
! counted, and in his cell at night he 
spent his time in calculations. 
He dis­ 
covered the exact number of revolutions 
the wheel made per minute. He learned 
also by constant observation just how 
many times the belt went round after 
the engine was shut down. 
“One evening, when the line had 
been formed as usual at the close of the 
day’s work aud as the big wheel began 
to lose its momentum, suddenly a con­ 
vict sprang from the line, leaped to the 
belt, with outstretched arms grappling 
both edges of the broad leather. He had 
calculated well the strength that would 
be required, for the terrific wrench did 
uot loosen his grasp. Outward and up 
ward he swung until he reached the 
topmost point of the circumference. The 
nicety of his calculation had reaped its 
reward. The belt stopped. He leaped to 
his feet, sprang through the window 
and was gone before convicts or guards 
had recovered from their astonishment. 
He caught up a guard’s coat and hat, 
dropped from the wall and got away in 
the dusk of the evening 
I ani im lined 
to believe that as a mathematical propo­ 
sition that was about as perfect a piece 
of work as any man ever accomplished. ” 
‘Aud did he get away without re­ 


time and put to

after this Steadman cut and nearly kill­ 
ed one of the other convicts and is now 
fjCTvio^ out an additional sentence for 
attempted murder at the Folsom prison, 
which is situated some 28 miles from

It is one thing to catch a thief and it 
is another thing to hold him.

“ The most remarkable escape from 
prison that I can recall,” said William

Pinkerton, 
‘‘was that pf Frank 
Steadman from the San Quentin prison. 
But I’ll not tell yon about it, for here 
is John (Ila.ss, who caught Steadman 
and sent him back to San Quentin.” 
Chief Glass pinched the brown im­ 
perial on his under lip reflectively for 
a moment before he responded to the 
looks of inquiry bent upon him by those 
not familiar with the story. 
‘‘The escape to which you refer, Pin­ 
kerton, was made after I sent Steadman 
to San Quentin aud not before. 
I was 
not the fortnnate one to get him after 
that last wonderful break. 
And to tell 
the truth, I have never taken to myself 
much credit for taking him the time I 
did, for it was to a considerable degree 
a matter of good fortune. 
You see, we 
were just at that time keeping our eyes 
open for a bank robber by the name of 
Barnes, who had gone into one of the 
banks out there, cove* jo the one man 
who happened to be alone in the place 
at the time, locked him up in the vault, 
and then coolly walked ont of the bank 
and out of sight with all the funds he 
could get his hands on. 
"One day a man answering closely 
the description we had of Barnes step­ 
ped off the train at Los Angeles. 
We 
took him in tow at once, but found 
we did not have the bird we were after. 
However, we managed to hold him 
long enough to find out that he was 
Frank Steadman, who bad become no­ 
torious even at that time as a successful 
jail breaker. He had four or five escapes 
from prison in southern Indiana credit­ 
ed to him, had got away from Joliet 
and bad still seven years to do at the 
Illinois prison; had also been at San 
Quentin, and had escaped from there 
with five years unfinished. 
“ Steadman was a machinist by pro­ 
fession, and a burglar by inclination 
When he was sent back to San Quentin 
to finish his time, he was put to work 
with other convicts in the engine room. 
It was here that an idea came into his 
brain that for absolute daring aud fear­ 
lessness was typical of the man. He had 
noticed that every evening at the time 
the men working in the engine room 
were lined up to bo marched away, tile 
machinery was stopped at exactly the

The New 
York agent of the finn received notice 
recently that the order had been placed 
in France.

The trumpet used in America is of a 
pattern adopted May 2, 1892, and is de­ 
scribed as follows: “ Each trumpet to be 
built in the key of ‘G ,’ the slide to 
draw to *F,’ and marked and stamped 
with the letter ‘F ’ at the correct point 
to produce the key of ‘F.* ” The bugle 
calls of Sbafter’s army are said to have 
been plainly heard by the Spanish troops 
in their in frenchmen ts at Santiago long 
before the American troops were visible.

The “ round robin"’ had its origin 
fbveral centuries ago in France. 
It wras used there by officers of the 
army as a method of expressing their 
dissatisfaction with the course of the 
king or his ministers. 
By signing in a 
circular form the leaders of the move­ 
ment could not be ascertained apd sin­ 
gled out for punishment. 
The first instance on record of the use 
of this form of protest in the navy oc­ 
curred in 1625. At the instigation of 
the Duke of Buckingham, the King’s 
favorite, an English fleet, under Ad­ 
miral Bennington, was dispatched to 
Rochelle to assist in the coercion of the 
Protestant subjects of Louis XIII of 
France. 
But the English tars, in com­ 
mon with their fellow countrymen, 
looked with favor upon the resistance 
of their coreligionists against the pros­ 
elyting zeal of the French king, and 
they signed a “ round robin,” express­ 
ing" their determination not to fire a 
shot against them, and without waiting 
fur a reply they weighed anchor and 
brought their ships back to England.

The captain general would have no re­ 
sort to arms among quarreling army of­ 
ficers and civil officials during the 
blockade. 
Dr. Congo8to, the Cuban secretary 
general, who was formerly Spanish con­ 
sul at Philadelphia, has several post­ 
poned events on his hands. 
He had 
many disagreements with Consul Gen­ 
eral Lee, aud among the ignorant Span­ 
iards of Havana it was the common be­ 
lief that the secretary general would 
hold General Lee personally responsible 
for the troubles which were thickening 
around the Blanco administration. Cou- 
gosto had also many bitter quarrels with 
the American newspaper correspond­ 
ents. He frequently told them that only 
the duties of his official post kept him 
from calling them out. 
His fiercest 
quarrel was with one of the editors of 
the most violent Spanish newspaper 
published iu Havana. 
The two men 
came to blows, and formal challenges 
were reported to have been exchanged. 
At the time when Sampson’s fleet was 
guarding Havana harbor and the peace­ 
ful blockade was likely to give way any 
day to a bombardment its presence caus­ 
ed less excitement than the impending 
duel between the secretary general and 
the journalist. 
Blauco’s vetb on tho 
duel ended the excitement, but the se­ 
quence is now due. There is in the Cu­ 
ban capital a German of some notoriety 
as a fighter, who, if he carries out a de­ 
clared purpose, will never let Congosto 
leave Cuba without giving him a gen­ 
tleman’s satisfaction for insults which 
could not be resented when received. 
The Havana editors have usually 
shown willingness to back their opin­ 
ions by resorting to the code, though it 
is not invoked with the same frequency 
as among French editors. A few weeks 
before the American consuls were w ith­ 
drawn from the island the autonomist 
government was honeycombed with in ­ 
trigues and torn by dissensions. An 
outcome of this situation was a pro­ 
spective duel between Ferdinand de Cas­ 
tro, the present civil governor of the 
province, and the editor of one of the 
autonomist newspapers. The tow(n was 
full of a rumor one night that the meet­ 
ing had taken place and that one of the 
principals had been wounded. This was 
untrue, but the reality was that stern 
orders and energetic action on the part 
of Blanco had prevented the meeting. 
Several of the Havana editors and re­ 
porters have records as duelists. 
One 
of them has his office ornamented with 
weapons of all kinds, some of them 
trophies. To the indignant subscriber 
who wants a retraction is given a 
chance among them. 
The Union club of Havana, which, 
without being fast, is not slow, has a 
room which is devoted to arms, and 
tales of practice aud of prowess there 
sometimes foreshadow the settlement of 
a difficulty. Fenciug is a leading diver­ 
sion, and facilities for pistol practice are 
not lacking. In the rooms of a building 
overlooking the Prado aud the central 
park several duels have been fought. A 
year or more ago a young man, a mem 
ber of a well known family, was found 
dead in one of these rooms. In his 
pocket was a letter saying that bis pur­ 
pose was to commit suicide and giving 
directions in regard to various personal 
matters. 
He had been killed in a duel. 
The circumstances were all known, but 
neither the surviving principal nor any 
of the seconds was arrested. 
It is cus­ 
tomary for each of the principals to 
write a letter of this kind. 
Usually its 
existence does not become known, be­ 
cause a fatal result is almost as rare as 
in German students’ duels. 
There is a local literature of dueling I 
which is much read. Un the shelves of j 
the Havana book stores can usually be j 
fouud a pamphlet which gives a com- I 
plate account of duels fought for a 
period of years. Tile compiler is an ar­ 
dent admirer of the code. His pamphlet 
gives tho names of the principals aud 
seconds, the causes of the challenges and 
the incidents of the combat. 
A few fa­ 
tal endings are recorded. Quarrels over 
politics appear to be a oomrnou cause of 
duels. 
Then there are those “ insults 
unprovoked,” which in the United 
States would be called barroom squab­ 
bles. 
In some cases a discreet hint is 
given that a woman’s honor had been 
rashly questioned and atonement made. 
A suggestion is also occasionally con­ 
veyed that a disagreement arose at the 
gaming table. 
This is apt to have been 
the cause when the principals were 
members of the Circulo Militar, or 
Spanish Military club. 
Formerly high 
stakes were played for at this club and 
the officers quarreled. Some names that 
were well known in Havana a decade or 
two ago appear in this pamphlet. 
Three arms are recognized as legiti­ 
mate dueling weaDons. 
They are the

SPAIN ADOPTS OUR BUGLES. 


I.nrcre O rd er P la c e d In F r a n c e F o r 
T r u m p e t! I.Ik e Our*. 
Spain has apparently become con­ 
vinced that there is something magnetic 
in the bugle used by the American ar­ 
my, tor orders have been issued to dis­ 
card the antiquated instruments used by 
the dons’ forces in the late war and to 
replace them with trumpets of theiegu- 
lation pattern adopted by the United 
States some years ago. 
A firm doing business in New York 
and Paris, who have recently delivered 
2,000 trumpets cont! acted for by Quar­ 
termaster Geneial Ludington, have re­ 
ceived an order to furnish 2,500 trum ­ 
pets of the same size, style and key for 
the use of the Spanish army. The New 
York agent of the finn received notice 
recently that the order had been placed 
in France. 
He was considerably sur­ 
prised at the news. 
The trumpet used in America is of a 
pattern adopted May 2, I*92, and is de­ 
scribed as follows: “ Each trumpet to be 
built iu the key of ‘G, ’ the slide to 
draw to ‘F ,’ aud marked and stamped 
with the letter *F* at. the correct point 
to produce the key of ‘F .* ” The bugle 
calls of Sbafter’s army are said to have 
been plainly heard by the Spanish troops 
in their intrencLunents at Santiago long 
before the American troops were visible. 
It is said that the use of trumpets of the 
same key by opposing armies might lend 
to confusion. In the early days of the 
Cuban conflict with Spain 
captured 
trumpets were used by the Cuban guer­ 
rillas to lead the Spaniards into ambush, 
and on one occasion a Cuban bugler con­ 
cealed in the bushes succeeded in caus­ 
ing two Spanish columns to fire upon 
each other. 
No objection was offered by the offi­ 
cers at the Army building in New York 
when they were informed of Spain’s or­ 
der, the only comment being a remark 
that Spain had apparently begun the 
equipment of her arm y.—Now York 
Herald.

The acquisition of Porto Rico and 
other islands in the Caribbean sea here­ 
tofore under the Spanish flag and the 
suzerainty over, perhaps the early ac­ 
quisition of, Cuba is certain to have a 
marked and im portant influence on 
other islands in th at locality belonging 
to European powers or established as 
independent nations. 
The entrance of 
the United States into the West Indies 
means a revolution in commercial, in ­ 
dustrial and agricultural methods and 
conditions th a t obtain in these islands, 
and this fact is already recognized by 
the discerning men of the islands allud­ 
ed to. W ith Cuba and Porto Rico terri­ 
tory of the United States, the products 
of those islands would obtain free ad­ 
mission to our ports and would result 
in trade regulations th at would prove 
very disadvantageous to the other is­ 
lands, the balk of whose trade and com­ 
merce is w ith the United States. 
In 
Jam aica th is fact is recognized and ap­ 
preciated by the planters and m erchants, 
and there was m ach talk recently 
among them about annexation to the 
United States as a m atter of self de­ 
fense. 
In H aiti this feeling is rife and 
is already a subject of popular agita­ 
tion. 
The deplorable conditions that 
prevail in H aiti by reason of business 
depression and indifferent government 
have 
produced 
popular 
discontent, 
w hich may lead to revolution, and 
thoughtful people are asking whether 
the interests and safety of the people do 
not dem and th at the U nited States shall 
be asked to inteivene. 
A leading newspaper of Port an 
Prince in a recent issue, discussing the 
acquisition of territory in the W est In ­ 
dies by the U nited States, said: “ To­ 
day the United States is in fact the 
sovereign of the American continent, 
and its w ill has the force of law in 
m atters w herein it judges it opportune 
to intervene. 
We shall not further en 
large upon the inevitable lot of the 
neighboring islands and of the European 
possessions on the Am erican continent. 
W hat w ill become of H aiti? The hour 
is decisive • * * It is necessary for the 
H aitian people to say w hether they are 
not ashamed of their deserted fields and 
of their cities infested w ith an undis 
ciplined army, of an alw ays increasing 
misery and of civic effeminacy. 
“ The interest of the U nited States is 
to prove th at all the American people 
can govern themselves, enrich them ­ 
selves, perfect themselves, w ithout the 
concurrence of Europe. 
Her interest is 
to see all the nations of the new world 
prosper around her—under her protect­ 
ing wing— by the power of her capital 
aud under the inspiration of the new 
civilization w hich she is inaugurating. 
The American spirit w ill make of the 
coming generation a people of practical 
men, intelligent workers, citizens. This 
American spirit, practical and produc­ 
tive, w ill revolutionize all the branches 
of our adm inistration.’’ 
Consul Livingston, in w riting from 
Cape H aitien in reference to this feel­ 
ing, says th at the successful prosecu­ 
tion and final results of the w ar with 
Spaiu have made a profound impression 
upon the more thoughtful people of 
H aiti, who are intense partisans of the 
United States. 
Of the business depres­ 
sion th at prevails and the consequent 
distress th at such a condition brings 
Consul Livingston says: 
“ The industrial depression of H aiti 
bas reached such a critical point that 
the country m ast soon become a prey to 
internal disruptions or to the European 
governm ent which may have the great 
est claim upon it. The currency has be 
come so depreciated as to be well nigh 
worthless aud its daily fluctuations seem 
the result of caprice. 
Almost a ll busi 
ness enterprises are either bankrupt or 
on the verge of bankruptcy. Business is 
a t a standstill, and no one, either na­ 
tive or foreigner, is able to see any way 
out of the difficulty. Such is the condi­ 
tion of a country w ith a soil the fertil­ 
ity of which probably surpasses that of 
any other in the world. 
Everything 
grows w ithout effort. 
There are dye- 
woods and cabinet woods in abundance 
—•even virgin forests of mahogany and 
other hard woods — and the m ineral 
wealth, though unexplored, is said to be 
considerable. ’’ 
In reference to opportunities that are 
presented to American enterprise aud 
capital Consul Livingston says: 
lieve a tour of the island, w ith a view 
of m arking its industrial condition, em­ 
bracing the principal settlem ents of the 
interior as well as the cities along the 
coast, would reveal a field ripe for the 
investm ent of American capital. 
My 
suggestion would be to visit all the im ­ 
portant coast towns, examine into busi­ 
ness methods and conditions and make 
inquiries of native and foreign business 
men aud neighboring planters, both as 
to present conditions aud future possi­ 
bilities. I am told th at the people of the j 
interior are a sim ple and industrious j 
peasantry, but are m aking uo headway, 
owing to the absence of modern im ­ 
proved methods and implements. I feel 
sure that such an investigation, if acted

P orto Rico and 
other islands in the Caribbean sea here­ 
tofore under the Spanish flag and tile 
suzerainty over, perhaps the early ac­ 
quisition of, Cuba is c e rta in to have a

influence on 
other islands in th a t locality belonging 
to E uropean powers or established as 
independent nations. 
The entrance of 
the U nited States into the W est Indies 
m eans a revolution in com m ercial, in ­ 
d u strial and ag ricu ltu ral m ethods and 
conditions th a t obtain in these islands, 
aud th is fact is already recognized by 
the discerning m en of the islands allud 
ed to. W ith Cuba and P orte Rico te rri­ 
tory of the U nited States, the products 
of those islands w ould obtain free ad ­ 
m ission to our ports and w ould result 
in trad e regulations th a t w ould prove 
very disadvantageous to th e other is­ 
lands, the bulk of whose trad e and com ­ 
m erce is w ith the U nited States. 
In 
Jam aic a th is fact is recognized and ap 
p re d ated by the planters and m erchants, 
and 
there was m uch 
talk 
recently 
am ong them about annexation to the 
U nited S tates as a m atter of self do 
fense. 
In H aiti th is feeling is rife and 
is already a subject of popular a g ita ­ 
tion. 
The deplorable conditions that 
prevail in H aiti by reason of business 
depression and indifferent governm ent 
have 
produced 
popular 
discontent, 
w hich m ay lead to revolution, and 
th o u g h tfu l people are asking w hether 
the interests and safety of th e people do 
not dem and th a t the U nited States shall 
be asked to inteivene. 
A 
leading new spaper of P ort an 
P rince in a recent issue, discussing the 
acquisition of territo ry in the W est In 
dies by th e U nited States, said : “ To­ 
day th e U nited S tates is in fact the 
sovereign of the A m erican continent, 
and its w ill has the foroe of law in 
m atters w herein it judges it opportune 
to intervene. 
We shall not fa rth e r en 
large upon the inevitable lot of the 
neighboring islands and of th e European 
possessions on th e A m erican continent. 
W hat w ill become of H aiti? The hour 
is decisive * * * It is necessary for the 
H aitian people to say w h eth er they are 
not asham ed of their deserted fields and 
of th e ir cities infested w ith an undis 
(Splined arm y, of an alw ays increasing 
m isery and of civic effem inacy. 
“ T he interest of the U nited States is 
to prove th a t all the A m erican people 
can govern them selves, enrich th em ­ 
selves, perfect them selves, w ith o u t the 
concurrence of E u ro p a 
H er interest is 
to see all the nations of tho new w orld 
prosper around h er— under h er p ro tect­ 
ing w ing— by the pow er of her capital 
and under the inspiration of the new 
civilization w hich she is in au g u ratin g 
The A m erican sp irit w ill m ake of the 
com ing generation a people of practical 
men, in tellig en t w orkers, citizens. T his 
A m erican spirit, practical and produc­ 
tive, w ill revolutionize all th e branches 
of o u r a d m in istratio n .” 
Consul Livingston, in w ritin g from 
Cape H aitien in reference to this feel 
ing, says th a t th e successful prosecu­ 
tion and final results cd the w ar w ith 
Spain have m ade a profound im pression 
upon the m ore th o u g h tfu l people of 
H aiti, wTho are intense partisan s of the 
U nited States. 
O f the business depres­ 
sion th a t prevails and tho consequent 
distress th a t such a condition brings 
Consul L ivingston says: 
“ T he in d u strial depression of H aiti 
bas reached such a critical point th at 
the country m ust soon become a prey to 
internal disruptions or to the European 
governm ent w hich m ay have the great 
est claim upon it. The currency has be 
come so depreciated as to be well nigh 
w orthless aud its daily fluctuations seem 
the resu lt of caprice. 
A lm ost a ll busi­ 
ness enterprises are eith er bankrupt or 
on the verge of bankruptcy. Business is 
a t a standstill, and no one, eith er n a­ 
tive or foreigner, is able to see any way 
out of the difficulty. 
Suoh is the condi­ 
tion of a country w ith a soil the fe rtil­ 
ity of w hich probably surpasses th a t of 
any other in the world. 
E verything 
grow s w ith o u t effort. 
T here are dye- 
woods and cabinet woods in abundance 
—even virgiu forests of m ahogany and 
other bard woods — and th e m ineral 
w ealth, though unexplored, is said to be 
considerable. ” 
In reference to opportunities th at are 
presented to A m erican enterprise aud 
capital Cousul Livingston says: “ I be­ 
lieve a tour of the island, w ith a view 
of m ark in g its industrial condition, em ­ 
bracing th e principal settlem ents of the 
in terio r as well as the cities along the 
coast, w ould reveal a field ripe for the 
investm ent of A m erican capital. 
My 
suggestion w ould be to visit all the im ­ 
p ortant coast towns, exam ine into busi­ 
ness m ethods and conditions and m ake 
inquiries of native and foreign business 
men and neighboring planters, both as 
to present conditions aud fu tu re possi­ 
bilities. I am told th at the people of tho 
interior are a sim ple aud industrious 
peasantry, but are m aking no headway, 
ow ing to the absence of modern im ­ 
proved m ethods and implements.

The Ottawa contractor who erected 
the Bank of Commerce building in Daw­ 
son City returned recently. 
He gives 
some interesting data in regard to the 
aniline building. 
The bank is a two 
story structure, 25 by 115 feet. 
It is 
built of logs, sawed on three sides, with 
the bark on the outside. 
The roof is 
covered with two thicknesses of inch 
boards. Over this is a layer of moss one 
inch thick, and this is covered with 
four inches of mud. The floors are made 
of inch spruce, aud the manager’s office 
aud the counter are of the timber iii 
seven boats which came from Seattle 
and were taken apart at Dawson. 
The 
holes were filled w ith putty. 
The fire­ 
bricks for the assaying room were 
brought from Bennett, to which place 
they had been carried on the backs of 
males. 
Stone was obtained across the 
river from Dawson, aud as neither lime 
nor cement could be procured Yukon 
mud had to be used. It took four sacks 
of clay at $5 a sack to lay the fire brick 
The furnace gave perfect satisfaction. 
Logs cost 30 cents a foot at the mill 
in Dawson. 
Cartage from the mill to 
the bnilding cost $100 a day for a team 
of horses, and a loud consisted of 500 
feet, board measure, the bad condition 
of the roads making it impossible to 
carry larger loads. 
Rough timber cost 
$200 per 1,000 feet, aud flooring cost 
$285 per 1,000. 
The cost of partition 
stuff, dressed on both sides, was $370 
per 1,000. The price of nails was from 
$25 to $40 a barrel, according to length. 
In the w inter a barrel of nailscould not 
be had at less than $150. No glass was 
to be had at any price. Wooden shutters 
were used in tho lower part of the bauk, 
and tents were cut up to make windows 
for the rooms up stairs. The entire town 
is in a similar condition. 
A few panes 
of glass came into the place a short 
time ago, and $250 was charged for each 
pane. Blocks of wood are used as chairs. 
A tinsm ith fitted up the stovepipes aud 
furnace connections, charging $1.50 a 
length for the stovepipes aud $2 for each 
elbow. 
He also charged $80 a day for 
his labor.—New York Sun.

Apropos of the removal of the sup­ 
posed remains of Christopher Columbus 
from the cathedral in Havana to some 
other place of deposit in Spain and ol 
the existing doubts about the identity 
of the remains, the following account ol 
the facts of the case will be of interest: 
Columbus expressed his desire to be 
buried in “ La Espanola" (Santo Domin­ 
go) in his testament, and the story of 
his wife carrying the lifeless body of 
her husband with her wherever she went 
is contradicted by the church records 
in Valladolid. The admiral, as Colum­ 
bus was called by his friends and rela-

rives, was too poor when he died to al­ 
low of his desire being carried out, and 
his body was decently buried. He died 
on May 21, 1506, without the least sus­ 
picion that he had discovered a new 
continent, firmly persuaded that he had 
reached the easternmost shores of Asia. 
Forty years later, when the conquests 
of Cortes aud Pizarro flooded the pen­ 
insula with the gold and silver of Mex­ 
ico and Peru, Spain remembered the al­ 
most forgotten name of the man to 
whom it owed tile rich possessions, and 
it became proud of him. 
Complying 
with his dying wish, the government 
ordered his remains to be conveyed to 
Santo Domingo to be interred in the 
cathedral. 
This was done in 1541. 
At 
that time the edifice had just been fin­ 
ished. No records were kept as yet, but 
the tradition remained that the body 
rested to the right of the altar. 
This 
tradition was entered in the church reg­ 
ister 135 years later—that is, in 1676. 
Iii the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the remains of the discoverer’s 
brother, Diego, who bad been governor 
of Santo Domingo, together with those 
of his son Louis, were also transferred 
to the island aud buried in the same 
cathedral. There was no inscription in­ 
dicating the locality of either vault. 
Santo Domingo was ceded to France by 
the treaty of Basel (December, 1795), 
and the Spaniards stipulated that the 
remains of the discoverer should be re­ 
moved to Cuba. 
Accordingly the floor 
on the right of the altar was opened, 
and the contents of the vault found 
were transferred to Havana with great 
ceremony. 
But in 1877 some workmen, repair- I 
ing the floor, discovered another vault, i 
also on the right of the altar, between 
that from which the supposed remains 
of Christopher Columbus had beeu tak­ 
en and the outer wall of the chancel, 
the two vaults beiug separated ouly by | 
a thin wall. 
This vault was found to! 
contain a small leaden box, 44 centi­ 
meters long, 23 centimeters high and 
21 
centimeters broad, with an inscrip­ 
tion that convinced the authorities aud 
everybody who saw it that the contents 
were unmistakably the remains of “ the 
adm iral," mid that those of his brothel 
Diego had beeu taken to Havana. 
The Spanish authorities stoutly de­ 
nied that uny mistake could have been 
made. The archbishop of Sauto Domingo j 
us firmly maintained that the remains 
discovered by the workmen were those 
of Christopher Columbus, and a long 
controversy on the subject took place, 
till the m atter dropped, remaining in 
doubt. 
But in January, 1891, Mr. Rudolf 
Cronau, author of “ Amerika, die Ge- i 
scbichte seiner Kntdeckuiig von der Al- 
tersten bis auf die Neuester Z eit" (Leip­ 
sic), came to Sauto Domingo, for the pur­ 
poses of his book, to personally investi­ 
gate. He brought an introduction from 
Prince Bismarck to the president of San 
to Domingo and was permitted to reopen 
the vault in the presence of the church 
dignitaries, of the secretary of state for 
the interior, of the consuls of all the gov­ 
ernments represented in Santo Domin­ 
go and of other persons of note. The re 
suit was that there could be no longer 
any doubt that the remains of Columbus 
were still in the cathedral of his be­ 
loved Hispaniola. 
A document to that effect was drawn 
up on the spot and signed by every one 
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present, me original oi wnicn is in tue 
Berlin foreign office, and if any doubt 
remains in the minds of our readers re­ 
garding the authenticity of the circum­ 
stances related they may read the report 
cf the proceedings by President Charles 
K. Adams of Cornell university in the 
American Historical society’s annual 
report for 1891.—K. A. Van Middledyk 
iu New York Herald.

ITALY’S TERRIBLE WEAPON. 


T h e K n i f e In t h e S u n n y L u n d T a k e * 
n L if e E v e r y T w o l l OU rn. 
Throughout the kingdom of Italy an 
Italian kills an italian every two hours 
during the entire year by means of the 
knife. Such are the official statistics 
which were recently placed before me 
by Baron Garofalo, vice president and 
leading spirit of the association which, 
under the presidency of Queen Mar­ 
guerite and the patronage of King 
Humbert, has been formed to put down 
homicide by depriving it of its all too 
convenient and all too universal weap 
on, the accursed knife. During the 865 
days of the year 1897 there were placed 
on record 5,380 homicides by means of 
the knife, a total beside which the list 
of killed in the sanguinary battle of 
Cnstozza, aud even in the holocaust of 
Abba Curium, in Abyssinia, sinks into 
insignificance. Italy is, in fact, engaged 
in a personal war with herself, which 
costs her on art average 5,000 lives an 
nually. 
The league, or association, which has 
recently been formed under these royal 
auspices bas very rightly and cleverly 
placed itself in communication with 
the various labor unions and trade as­ 
sociations, and among the first of the 
labor associations to take up the matter 
with enthusiasm and with vigor has 
been the Union of Associated Printers, 
which includes some of the most public 
spirited and energetic of the working­ 
men of Rome. The league likewise has 
secured a promise from the premier, 
General Pelloux, to submit to the legis­ 
lature, when it meets again, a law ren­ 
dering it a penal offense for any one to 
carry one of those knives with which in 
nearly every case murder is done in 
Italy. 
In order to realize how utterly 
inadequate the tribunals have shown 
themselves until now to put a stop to 
crime by moans of the knife, it may be 
mentioned that the annual average of 
homicides in Italy alone surpasses that 
of all the remainder of Europe put to­ 
gether.—Special Cor. St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

The work means the laying of JOO or 
400 feet of pipe, and there is but little 
doubt that the people who have labored 
long and hard to have Tanyard run 
sewered will see the work completed 
this year.

It has been ^decided by the navy de­ 
partment to establish a naval station on 
the island et Culebra, which is located 
east of Porto Hico and guards the Vir­ 
gin passage. 
This island furnishes a 
magnificent natural harbor, with a depth 
of 54 feet, which the largest ships in 
the navy ran enter without difficulty. 
The island of Co Ie bra was chosen tm ac­ 
count of the easy approach and because 
it presents the finest harbor facilities in 
the vicinity of Porto Hico, while the 
island ports are dangerous on account of 
the many coral reefs. 
Culebra w ill be 
made one of the finest stations in the 
world aud, in addition to this, w ill he 
strongly fortified, and when the work 
now contemplated is finished this island 
w ill be almost impregnable and, in fact, 
one of the most formidable strongholds 
on the Atlantic coast. It commands the 
Virgin passage and is the key to the 
south Atlantic. 
Captain Chester, who commanded the 
Cincinnati, was ordered by the secre­ 
tary of the navy to make an examina­ 
tion of this island, which was ceded to 
the United States with Porto Rico, 
with a view to locating a naval station 
there, aud he reports it to be an ideal 
place aud recommends that it be used 
for the purpose named. 
A coaling sta­ 
tion w ill also be established there, and 
the naval officers are enthusiastic over 
the bright outlook for the establishment 
of outlying naval stations aud assert 
that this is only the beginning of build­ 
ing several stations of the same kind, of 
wbioh this government has been sorely 
in need for many years. — Washington 
Cor.

Dueling is one of tho institutions of 
Cuba. Probably with the evacuation of 
the island by the Spanish forces it w ill 
go as the bullfight and the lottery w ill 
also go. 
There were, however, several 
affairs of honor which it was promised 
should be settled by a resort to the code 
as soon as the cessation of hostilities 
permitted the prohibition laid by Gen­ 
eral Blanco on dueling to be raised. 
The captain general would have no re­ 
sort to arms among quarreling army of­ 
ficers aud civil officials during the 
blockade. 
Dr. (Jongosto, the Cuban secretary 
general, who was formerly Spanish con­ 
sul at Philadelphia, has several post­ 
poned events on his hands. 
He had 
many disagreements with Consol Gen­ 
eral Lee, and among the ignorant Span­ 
iards of Havana it was the common be­ 
lief that the secretary general would 
hold General Lee personally responsible 
for the troubles which were thickening 
around the Blanco administration. Cou- 
gosto had also many bitter quarrels with 
the American newspaper correspond­ 
ents. He frequently told them that only 
the duties of his official post kept him 
from calling them out. 
His fiercest 
quarrel was with one of the editors of 
the most violent Spanish newspaper 
published in Havana. 
The two men 
came to blows, and formal challenges 
were reported to have been exchanged. 
At the time when Sampson’s fleet was 
guarding Havana harbor and the peace­ 
ful blockade was likely to give way any 
day to a bombardment its presence caus­ 
ed less excitement than the impending 
duel between the secretary general and 
the journalist. 
Blanco’s veto on tho 
duel ended the excitement, but the se­ 
quence is now due. There is in the Ca 
ban capital a German of some notoriety 
as a fighter, who, if he carries out a de­ 
clared purpose, w ill never let Congoeto 
leave Cuba without giving him a gen­ 
tleman’s satisfaction for insults which 
could not be resented when received. 
The Havana editors have usually 
shown willingness to back their opin­ 
ions by resorting to the code, though it 
is not invoked with the same frequency 
as among French editors. A few weeks 
before the American consuls were w ith­ 
drawn from tile island the autonomist 
government was honeycombed with in ­ 
trigues and torn by dissensions. 
An 
outcome of this situation was a pro­ 
spective duel between Ferdinand de Cas­ 
tro, the present civil governor of the 
province, aud the editor of one of the

The “ round robin " had its origin 
Ibveral centuries ago in France. 
It was used there by officers cf the 
army as a method of expressing their 
dissatisfaction with the coarse of the 
king or his ministers. 
By signing in a 
circular form the leaders of the move­ 
ment could not lie ascertained and sin­ 
gled out for punishment. 
The first instance on record of the use 
of this form of protest in the navy oc­ 
curred in 1025. 
At the instigation of 
the Duke of Buckingham, the King’s 
favorite, an English fleet, under Ad­ 
miral Bennington, was dispatched to 
Rochelle to assist in the coercion of the 
Protestant subjects of Louis XIII of 
France. 
But the English tars, iii com­ 
mon with their fellow countrymen, 
looked with favor upon the resistance 
of their coreligionist* against the pros­ 
elyting seal of the French king, aud 
they signed a “ round robin," express­ 
ing their determination not to fire a 
shot against them, ami without waiting 
ft>r a reply they weighed anchor aud 
brought their ships back to England. 
The admiral, however, received a per­ 
emptory order to return to Dieppe, 
whereupon the whole of the crews quit­ 
ted the ships without further parley.—

Spain has apparently become con­ 
vinced that there is something magnetic 
in the bugle used by the A mexican ar­ 
my, tor orders have been issued to dis­ 
card the antiquated instruments used by 
the dons’ forces in the late war and to 
replace them with trumpets of the regu­ 
lation pattern adopted by the Uuited 
States some years ago. 
A firm doing business iii New York 
and Paris, who have recently delivered 
2,000 trumpets centi acted for by Quar­ 
termaster General Ludington, have re­ 
ceived an order to furnish 2,500 trum­ 
pets of the same size, style and key for 
the use of the Spanish army. The New 
York agent of the firm received notice 
recently that the order had been placed 
iii France. 
He was considerably sur­ 
prised at the news. 
The trumpet used iii America is of a 
pattern adopted May 2, 1892, and is de­ 
scribed as follows: “ Each trumpet to be 
built in the key of ‘G ,’ the slide to 
draw to ‘F ,’ and marked and stamped 
with the letter ‘F ’ at the correct point 
to pxodnoe the key of ‘F .’ " The bugle 
calls of Shatter’s army are said to have 
been plainly heard by the Spanish troops 
in their intrenchmentfl at Santiago long 
before the American troops were visible. 
It is said that the use of trumpets of the 
same key by opposing armies might lead 
to confusion. 
In the early days of tho 
Cuban conflict with Spain 
captured 
trumpets were used by the Cuban guer­ 
rillas to lead the Spaniards into ambush, 
und on one occasion a Cuban bugler con­ 
cealed iii the bushes succeeded in caus­ 
ing two Spanish columns to fire upon 
each other.

ed to. With Cuba and Porto Rico terri­ 
tory of the United States, tile products 
of those islands would obtain free ad­ 
mission to our ports and would result 
in trade regulations that would prove 
very disadvantageous to the other is­ 
lands, the bulk of whose trade and com­ 
merce is with the United States. 
In 
Jam aica this fact is recognized and ap 
preciated by the planters and merchants, 
and there was much talk recently 
among them about annexation to the 
United States as a matter of self de­ 
fense. 
In Haiti this feeling is rife and 
is already a subject of popular agita­ 
tion. 
The deplorable conditions thai 
prevail in Haiti by reason of business 
depression and indifferent government 
have 
produced 
popular 
discontent, 
which may lead to revolution, and 
thoughtful people are asking whether 
the interests and safety of the people do 
not demand that the United States shall 
be asked to inteivene. 
A 
leading newspaper of Port au 
Prince in a recent issue, discussing the 
acquisition of territory in the West In­ 
dies by tho United States, said: “ To­ 
day the United States is in fact the 
sovereign of the American continent, 
and its will has the force of law iii 
matters wherein it judges it opportune 
to intervene. 
We shall not further en 
large upon the inevitable lot of the 
neighboring islands and of the European 
possessions on the American continent. 
W hat vyill become of Haiti? The hour 
is decisive * * * It is necessary for the 
Haitian people to say whether they are 
not ashamed of their deserted fields and 
of their cities infested with an undis- 
ciplined army, of an always increasing 
misery and of civic effeminacy. 
“ The interest of the United States is 
to prove that all the American people 
eau govern themselves, enrich them ­ 
selves, perfect themselves, without the 
concurrence of Europa 
Her interest is 
to see all the nations of the new world 
prosper around her—under her protect­ 
ing wing— by tho power of her capital 
aud under the inspiration of the new 
civilisation which she is inaugurating 
The American spirit will make of the 
coming generation a people of practical 
men, intelligent workers, citizens. This 
American spirit, practical and produc­ 
tive, will revolutionize all the branches 
of our adm inistration.’’ 
Consul Livingston, in writing from 
Cape Haitien in reference to this feel­ 
ing, says that the successful p ro s e c u ­ 
tion and final results of tho war with 
Spain have made a profound impression 
upon the more thoughtful people of 
Haiti, who are intense partisans of the 
United States. 
Of the business depres­ 
sion that prevails aud the consequent 
distress that such a condition brings 
Consul Livingston says: 
“ The industrial depression of Haiti 
has reached such a critical point that 
the country must soon become a prey to 
internal disruptions or to the European 
government which may have the greet 
est claim upon it. The currency ha* be 
come so depreciated as to be well nigh 
worthless aud its daily fluctuations seem 
the result of caprica 
Almost all bust* 
ness enterprises are either bankrupt or 
nu the verge of bankruptcy. Business is 
ut a standstill, and no one, either na­ 
tive or foreigner, is able to see any way 
out of tho difficulty. Such is the condi­ 
tion of a country with a soil the fertil 
ity of which probably surpasses that of 
any othei in the world. 
Everything 
grows without effort. 
There are dye- 
woods and cabinet woods iii abundance 
—even virgin forests of mahogany and 
other hard woods — and the mineral 
wealth, though unexplored, is said to be 
considerable. ” 
lu reference to opportunities that are 
presented to American eutcrprii-e and 
capital Consul Livingston says: “ I be­ 
lieve a tour of the island, with a view 
of marking its industrial condition, em 
bracing the principal settlements of the 
interior as well as the cities along the 
coast, would reveal a field ripe for the 
investment of Amex loan capite!. 
My 
suggestion would be to visit all the im­ 
portant coast towns, examine luto busi­ 
ness methods aud conditions and make 
inquiries of native and foreign business 
men and neighboring planters, both as 
to present conditions and future possi­ 
bilities.
